NEW ADDITIONS TO THE GENERAL LIST: 
DR. JULES WELCH (Evans) A very crisp double flower 


with petals marbled purple, magenta and rose with rose 
sepals. A low bushy grower with leathery foliage. This plant 
is said to be outstanding in warmer areas but it may lack 
vigor in cooler climates. A flower of the finest substance. 


MRS. W. P. WOOD (W. P. Wood) A small-flowered pale 
rose near-white single of great vigor. This variety is similar 
to F. Magellanica Molinae (macrostemma alba) but the 
flowers are larger, the foliage is sparser and the bloom is 


much more free. We imported this one from England 
through the courtesy of Mr. W. P. Wood. 


SAN PABLO (Crumley) A pale orchid sport of the hanging 
variety San Mateo discovered and introduced by Crumley’s 
Nursery of San Pablo. Positively sensational with its trailing 
branches smothered in huge orchid and lavender flowers. A 
must.
